! day. This is $90,000 less than the fir 
loss for the preceeding month. 
Of the total damage, $95,065.94 was 
(o buildings while contents of build 
lugs destroyed were valued at $126,- 
125.30. There were 123 fires reported 
of which twelve either were incen­ 
diary or suspected of being of incen­ 
diary origin. Fires of unknown ori­
